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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 This application contains claims 3-10 are drawn to an invention nonelected with 
traverse in the response to restriction filed 9/28/05. A complete reply to the final 
rejection must include cancellation of nonelected claims or other appropriate action (37 
CFR 1.144) See MPEP § 821.01 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. In claim 1 , the recitation "wherein said coil has a 
form in which a plurality of wire layers each of which is made from a base electrode 
layer or a plurality of plating layers" is indefinite. Firstly, from applicant's disclosure, the 
base electrode layer 34 does not appear as a wire layer in the finished product. The 
base electrode 34 formed the base of only the first wire layer of an intermediate product. 
Secondly, from applicant's disclosure, each wire layer 28 is made from a single plating 
layer rather than from a plurality of plating layers. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
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(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 



5. Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Van 
Loenen, et al. 

Van Loenen discloses a high density inductor comprising a coil having a spiral 
shape; and a core member 35 disposed in such a way as to be located on a path 
of a magnetic line of force generated by said coil; wherein said coil has a form in 
which a plurality of wire layers each of which is made from a base electrode layer 
7 and a plurality of plating layers (electrolytic reinforcement, col. 1, lines 63-66) 
are piled up in a thickness direction to make a wire of said coil, and the base 
electrode layer is formed by a thin film forming process (col. 3, lines 45-47) and 
the plating layers are formed by a plating process (col. 4, lines 45-48); wherein a 
ratio of the thickness of said coil to a width of said wire layers is equal to or more 
than 1 (fig. 2).

6. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-2 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
